APACHE HORRORS RENEWED. 


ANOTHER MURDER NEAR TOMBSTONE, ARI. 
AND SEVERAL ATTEMPTED OUTRAGES— 
THE TERRIFIED CITIZENS APPEAL TO 
PRESIDENT CLEVELAND FOR AID AND 
PROTECTION, 

Tompstone,. Ari., June 10.—(Special. |—A 
courier brought word this morning from Bib- 
bee of the killing of W. A. Daniels, a mounted 
custom-house officer, by the Apachés, six miles 
from that place. He and two others came 
upon a fresh trail and followed it up about one 
mile, when the Indians opened fire, killing 
Daniels instantly. The other two escaped. 
The Indians went to the body of Daniels, cut 
his throat, and otherwise mutilated him. Citi- 
zens, about forty in number, then took after 
the Indians and have them surrounded, 
and a courier has just arrived in 
town asking for volunteers. A company 
will go at once. A telegram has also 
been sent to Fort Huachuca, thirty miles dis- 
tant, asking for troops. Hall & Buckel had 
twenty-five horses stolen from their ranch last 
night. The Indians shot at Mrs. Riggs last 
night, shooting through the sleeve of her dress. 
Thistown is wild with excitement. Citizens 
have sent the following dispatch to President 
Cleveland: 

About 100 Indians from San Carlos have 
been raiding our county for the last 
week, destroying our property and killing our 
ranchers. Last night W. A. Daniels, a mount- 
ed Custom-House Inspector, was killed about 
six miles from Bisbee. There are plenty of 
soldiers in the county, but they are incompe- 
tent to do anything. Can you help us?

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—In a telegram 
dated fort Bayard, N. M., 6th inst., Col. Brad- 
ley states that it is certain that the hostile 
Apachés are making for Mexico by way of 
Stein’s Peak Range. The troops and scouts are 
stationed in Stein’s Pass, Doubtful Cafion, and 
San Losis Valiey, to intercept them. 

Under date of Deming, June 8, Gen. Crook 
telegraphs: ‘* Preparations to operate against 
the hostiles in accordance with my telegram of 
the 5th should be made with the least possible 
delay. In my, judgment, as a rule, the Iu- 
dians thus far have only killed citizens to get 
arms, but if, after some of their number have 
been killed, the Indians are driven back into 
the United States, there is no estimating the 
damage they will be likelyto do. The number 
of people living in the mountains and their prop- 
erty interests have increased enormously 
since the time of Victorio, so that if the In- 
dians meet among these mountains again such 
a wail will go up as was never before heard. 
An early reply is requested which will serve to 
instruct me as to the intentions of the Gov- 
ernment, but I desire to reiterate that delay is 
extremely dangerous.“ In transmitting this 
dispatch Gen. Pope says that be has complied 
with Gen. Crook’s request to the extent of his 
power, and submits the matter for the action 
of the War Department. 

In another dispatch from Deming Gen. Crook 
says: From the report of Lieut. Davis just 


received it is probable that all the Indians have 


crossed the railroad, bavimg got past the troops 
in Stein’s Pass, except a party of six or seven 
bucks and afew women and children under 
Mongas, who left the main party in the Mo- 
gollan Mountains. The party is now west of 
Hillsboro, moving south, with Capt. Chaffee and 
Wallace on the trail. The scouts think that 
the main part of the women and children are 
already in Mexico, though it is possible that 
Lawton may intercept them. I have some

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The Marine 
Hospital Bureau is informed that two veésels, 
supposed to be infected with yellow-fever, 
have cleared from Cienfuegus, Cuba, for Dela- 
ware Breakwater, and are due at the latter 
place about this date, The quarantine officer 
at the breakwater has been notified, and a rey- 
enue-cutter from Philadelphia has been ordered 
to intercept the vessels upon their arrival. 

Des Morngs, Ia., June 10.—/|Special.}—The 
State Board of Health prohibits public funerais 
of persons who die from smalli-pox, scarlet- 
fever, or diphtheria. Several additional cases 
of small-pox have appeared in Shenandoah, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 10.—(Special.j— 
Health-Commissioner Martin today divided the 
city into six sanitary districts and assigned an 
mspector for each. It will be the duty of 
these inspectors to look to the condition of 
every street and alley in their respective dis- 
triots, and they will be held responsible there- 
tor. Commissioner Martin says that persons 
will be compelled to keep their yards and out- 
buildings cleaned and purified and obey all 
orders in that direction from the Health De- 
partment or suffer the result of a warfare 
which he is prepared to make. 

New ORLEANS, La., June 10.—|Special.|—At 
the meeting of the Board of Health last night 
the Chief Sanitary Inspector, Dr. W. H. Wat- 
kins, reported: 

Notwithstanding the absence of epidemics and 
infectious diseases the mortality during the month 
has been very high. The large death- rate has been 
caused by a class of diseases dependent in a great 
measure on humidity and bad sanitary conditions. 
During the recent hot weather the condition of the 
streets has daily. become worse. The stagnant 
pools have fermented and the air became laden 
with emanations disagreeabie to the senses and of 
unquestionable influence on health. The Missis- 
sippi River water, which should flow through the 
streets perpendicular to the river, is retarded by 
the accumulations under the bridges or obstructed 
by the want of alignment of the street gutters. 
The garbage is not completely removed, the num- 


ber of carts now in the employ of the city being 
too few to attend to the duty. 


Boston, Mass., June 10.—[Special.|—At the 
annual meeting of the Massachusetts Medical 
Society today Dr. Jobn O. Marble of Worces- 
ter read an interesting paper on ‘“ Cremation 


in Its Sanitary Aspects.” He said: 

By placing in the ground the bodies of those who 
have died from contagious diseases we are plant- 
ing the seeds of pestilence for our descendants. A 
prominent physician has churacterized cemeteries 
as “nurseries of yellow-fever.”’ If the bodies of 
those who are carried off by cholera are placed in 
the ground it will endanger the health of genera- 
tions to come. The evils of earth burial are many 
and terrible, but no germs of disease have ever 
passed that only effective germicide, fire. The 
earth above bodies in cemeteries swarms with 
germs, and perhaps one of the greatest dangers is 
the pollution of water, for pure water is most es- 
sential to good health. 

Mr. Marble gave the evidence of many prom- 
inent physicians in regard to the subject, and 
said: 

Modern cremation is stripped of all the objec- 
tionabie features which characterize earth burials.

THE LAPSE OF MEMORY.

Paul, or in this city beyond what his books 
showed. He couldn’t say what books, but as 
the lawyers bad them all they might find what 
they wanted. At this juncture there was au- 
other summons from the hall for Mr. Fish and 
again he left the lawyers alone for fifteen or 
twenty minutes.

THE RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION BILL. 


The Railroad Consolidation bill came up for 
considoration in the Senate on the question of 
Its final passage. Senator Hamilton arose, as 
soon us it was read, and spoke against it.

The bin nad been passed by the 
House with a oelerity that was astonishing, 
and when it arrived in the Senate there were 
indications of equal zeal in its de- 
half the "of its friends.

ny'’s agreement to build the road. The State's 


| right to the 7 per cent, in bis opinion, rested 


simply in contract, and was unsecured by 
a lien that would bind a third party: that if 
the company sold out the purchaser would take 
the property relieved of me simple contract. 
He was hot willing to incur the danger that 
must follow the passage of the act. It was a 
leap in the dark, since no one could say what 
construction the courts might in time place on 
the law. While the bill and the Constitution 
said that competing lines should not be con- 
solidated, yet the question was still undecided 
by the courts as to ‘what were competing lines. 
For illustration, be said, the Wabash Road 
might buy up the Alton, and then the Central 
buy the Wabash. Where, then, would be the 
competition between the dentral and the Alton 
that now exists? What power, be usked, could 
withstand such a combination as that? He 
understood that the branches of the Central 
which did not pay the 7 per cent were now fa- 
vored in the credits tor freight income. A car 
that cost $30 from cay Seg to Chicago was 
divided thus: Twenty-two dollars were given 
to the eighty miles of branch road from 
Springfield to Gilman, while the 100 miles 
thence to Chic on the main line received 
$8. He wanted to know if the capacity of the 
road to thus avoid its dues to the State was to 
be increased. In copclusion, he repeated his 
objections to increasing the power of the rail- 
roads. They were, to bis mind, already suffl- 
cientiy large.

Senator Torrance insisted that the position 
of Hamilton, that the 7 per cent. charge on the 
gross earnings was not a lien but simply a con- 
tract, was unsound.

“The State shall have a prior lien upon said road 
and branches and all the appurtenances und stoc« 
thereof for all penalties, taxes, and dues which 
may accrue to the State from said corporation as 
herein provided, which lien of the State shall take 
precedence of all demands, judgments, or decrees 
against said corporation. 

Under this provision and the amendments to 
the bill, he believed every right of the State 
was preserved, 

Senator Streeter spoke against the act. 

Senator Campbell briefiy went over the safe- 
guards the company’s charter, the Constitu- 
tion, and the bill provided for the preserva- 
tion of the State’s right. to the 7 per cent.

OTHER SENATE MATTERS, 

The bill which authorizes the IIlinois Indus- 
trial University at Urbana to change its name 
to that of the University of Tlinois’’ came 
up on the question of ite final passage.

THE INVESTIGATION. 

The question of blackmail and sand-bagging 
did not come up In the House this morning, 
the members preferring to wait till the Investi- 
gating Committee gets through its work and 
reports. Mr. Collins, whose resolution had 
been made a special order, said Haines bad ap- 
peared before the Investigating Committee 
and had stated his willingness to tell all he 
knew. In view of this he thought it would be 
entirely fair and proper to refer the resolution 
to the committee. He made a 
motion to this effect, which was car- 
ried without opposition. When the 
committee began its afternoon session there 
was a great commotion over the report of yes- 
terday's proceedings which had appeared in 
the Chicago papers. The report was agreed 
after critical examination to be a very correct 
one, and the members were ata loss to guess 
how, in view of all their precautions to insure 
secrecy, it had leaked out. They all came to 
the conclusion that the stenographer's notes 
must have boen transcribed, Mr. Baird told 
his fellow-members how he dad tried to 
pump a reporter by declaring that the re- 
port was wholly incorrect, but had failed. 
When the stenograpber came in he was put 
through a rigid cross-examination to prove 
that bis notes had not been borrowed nor his 
typewriter used. He thought the testimony in 
the papers must have been manufactured, but 
the members of the committee took no stock 
in this. Finally the stenographer was com- 
pelied to read over his notes line by line, spe- 
olal attention being paid to Mr. Bartholomae’s 
testimony. The members heid copies of Tue 
TRIBUNE in their hands and were 
pleased to note that two or three inaccuracies 
or omissions on the part of the stenographer 
who evidently did not catch the point of all 
Mr. Bartholomae's remarks. A case in point 
was the story of Mr. John Donnelly of Wood- 
stock. 

Finally the committee decided to go ahead 
without aby change in the shorthand work, 
The leading witness on butterine was Mr. Mo- 
Gliney, the Secretary of the Elgin Board of 
Trade. At the outset Mr. McGlincy disclaimed 
any personal knowledge of the use of money 
to influence legisiation on the butterine bills. 
He did understand, however, that $1,100 had 
been put out for this purpose. The story of 
the $600 draft was old to him, as were also the 
facts connected with the visit of the two dele- 
gauonsto Springfield and the call made on 
them by Campbell of Hamilton. The gist of 
Mr. McGlincy’s testimony was mainly in cor- 
roborating what President Bartbolomae had 
told them. He added some light on the extra 
$500 which was said to have been paid, bis im- 
pression beug that several Senators got 
$50 each. Mr. MocGlincy also gave the 
committee. some pointers on Elgin peo- 
ple and members of the Legislature who 
could give further information. He agreed 
with the committee that Treasurer Hintz should 
lose no time in appearing. and telling all he 
knew. Other butterine evidence was sifted 
down with results which were said to be very 
satisfactory. 

Mr. W. B. Keep of Chicago was examined in 
reference to the affidavit said to exist concern- 
ing the offer of a certain member to insure the 
defeat of the Telegraph bill for $2,000. He 
could not say of his own knowledge that such 
an affidavit existed. He had visited Spring- 
field several times during the session, and 
had met Mr. Tubbs, who was a personal friend. 
He had heard about offers being made to tele- 
graph officials to defeat the bill and thought 
that Mr. Tubbs ought by all means to appear 
before the committee and tell ail he knew. It 
is not definitly settled, but Haines wiil prob- 
abiy appear before the committee tomorrow. 
He professes to be anxious to tell what he 
knows, but be is anxious to do just the opposit. 
The committee will insist on straightforward 
testimony and it will then be seen what a slip- 
pery fish Elijah is. 

It is reported that Haines. and Baker have 
come to an understanding on the Telegraph 
bili and all matters connected therewith. This 
of course implies that, sb far as they are con- 
cerned,the Investigating Committee will receive 
no aid in its efforts to look into the charges 
of corruption Haines so dramatically flourished 
last Friday. In confirmation of this report it 
is said that Haines has destroyed the doou- 
mentary evidence he threateningiy waved on 
that occasion. If this be true, and 
one of his clerks is quoted as author- 
ity for the statement, the committee will 
probably find the Speaker a very barren topic 
for investigation. However, this political 
agent of the corporations may find that after 
all the committee is not dependent upon his 
insecure. memory for the facts about those 
affidavits. . 


LUTHER LAFLIN MILLS ON THE BURGLARY 

: CLAUSE. 

Luther Laflin Mills was asked yesterday for 
his opinion of the amendment to the burgiary 
clause of the criminal statutes which passed 
the House Tuesday. 

I beartily approve of it,“ was his'reply. 
“The present law makes no distinction be- 
tween a burglary committed ou a private 
house and on any other building; nor does it 
make any provision for cases where the crime 
is committed at night by an armed man—all 
kinds of burglary being punishabie by a term 
of imprisonment varying from one to twenty 
years. The amendment fixes five years as the 
lowest term in the case of the dweiling-house 
mentioned before ard for armed burgiars. The 
object of the amendment seems to be to in- 
crease the protection to homes and afford a 
commensurate penalty for the more danger- 
ous class of criminals. And, if the law is 
passed, I believe that this object—which is cer- 
tainly a desirable one—wiil be accomplished.”’

New York, June 10.—[Special.|—Mrs. 
Amanda Deiphin bas a grievance against 
Jacob R. Shipherd, of Peruvian guano 
fame, as a good many other people have, and 
she went for him today with a determination 
such as was shown by none of the Congress- 
men who looked into his in the guano 
claim matter: Ever Perry Beimont treated 
Him mildly in comparison with Mrs. Delphin. 
The scene of Mrs. Delphin's assaults on the 
great negotiator was the special term of the 
Supreme Court, where Judge Van Brunt was 
presiding over the trial of her suit against 
Sbipherd and the Washington Coal Company. 
Mrs. Delpuin is the owner of a tract of coal 
land lying on Paint Creek, in Kanawha County, 
West Virginia. There are incumbrances on it 
to the extent of $25,000, put upon it by per- 
sons who have suits against its previous owner, 
Justin Rideout. Learning that $50,000 would 
clear it of liens and enable her to begin the 
development of coal, she sought for a 
loan of that sum, to de secured 
by a mortgage on the property. She employed 
Arthur E. Wood to procure the loan, and gave 
him a memorandum of a promise to pay him 
brokerage fees if he should succeed in getting 
the money she required. In ner complaint she 
says that Wood, without ber consent, assigned 
that paperto Jacob R. Shipherd. In the early 
part of last September Shipherd was intro- 
duced to her and she gave him the 
same task that she had given Wood. 
Three days later he introduced himself 
into ber sick room, and told her it was neces- 
sury for ber to sign some papers to enable him 
to get the loan. Sbe objected to doing any 
business, but be persisted, and finally induced 
her to sign her name. He then took the papers 
away without having read them to her. Soon 
afterward she found out that she had given 
Shipberd full power of attorney to do as he 
pleased. She repudiated this, but Shipherd 
continued to act as her agent, and, amon, 
other things, entered into an agreement for th 
transfer of the entire title to the West Virginia 
land to the Washington Coal Company. Further- 
more, be began a suit against her in West Vir- 
ginia for a coungei fee of $5,000, and to secure 
himselt filed a lien for that amount against ber 
property. Then Mrs. 14 began her suit to 
compel Shipherd to deliver up the papers 
which he fraudulently got her to sign, and to 
restrain him from prosecuting his suit against 
her, and to restrain him and the Washington 
Coal Company from in any way interfering 
with the West Virginia property. 

HE WANTED TO PLAY THE PAPA RACKET. 

In his defense Sbipherd says he has acted 
throughout bis dealings with Mrs. Delphin 
under her instructions and for her best inter- 
esta. She sought him out and employed him 
under a general retainer as her counsel and at- 
torney. For three hours Mrs. Delphin talked 
about her wrongs, needing bat little guidance 
from her counsel, Col. George Bliss. Her tone 
was tragic throughout, and whenever she 
looked or talked at Shipherd her eyes biazed. 
He sat and mopped broad face

around her and attempted to fondle ber, 
but she had repulsed. bim, once giving him a 
resounding box on the ear.

Thurs- 
day night husband and wife retired about 11 
o'clock.

Returning stealthiiy 
to the side of the bed she placed the pistol 
against her husband’s bead and fired. Haa the 
pistol been aimed a balf-inch lower the ball 
would have entered the brain.

Mrs. Willets then 
pointed the pistol at ber bosom, and 
attempted to pull the trigger. Her 
brother, Thomas Whitson, burst into the room 
and snatched the pistol from her band. She 
fought desperately and begged him and the 
servants to kill her, as sbe had killed her hus- 
band and wanted to die. Willets remained un- 
conscious for over an hour, but he is now out 
of danger, though he will carry a scar for life. 
Mrs. Willets was very violent for some hours, 
but finally became utterly exhausted. She was 
an inmate of an asylum some years ago. 
Sunday she was taken to Flushing to her 
father’s house. This morning her mother 
heard something fall in a room on the second 
story. Sherusbed up-stairs and found her 
daughter standing alongside of an old medicine 
chest. Mrs. Willets smiled upon seeing her 
mother and said: Tou have come 
too late.“ She had just swallowed 
tne contents of a bottle of iodine 
and held the empty bottle in her hand. Tue 
services of a physician were quickly obtained, 
and tonight she was considered out of danger. 
She seemed perfectly sane except on one sub- 
ject. She insists that she had lost her hus- 
band’s love and that he would never forgive 
her for baving tried to kill bim.

gold is denied at the Treasury Department. 
There was a time when it was thought possible 
that negotiations of that sort would be neces- 
sary, but the policy which the Administration 
bas adopted has, it is believed, removed ap- 
prehensions as to the financial situation, and 
das made it clear that it will not be necessary 
to resort to any extraordinary means before 
the meeting of Congress.

Meanwhile it is confidently 
predicted by Treasury officials that the monthly 
shrinkage of gold will gradually decrease. It 
will be the policy.of the department, unques- 
tionably, to limit the issue of silver certificates 
as much as possible, in order, among other 
things, to increase the stock of gold derived 
from the payment of customs. Possibly au- 
other feature of the policy will be to endeavor 
to put silver dollars in circulation in portions 
of the country so distant trom the commercial 
centres that the beavy express charges will 
make it too expensive to ship them to money 
'' REAPPRAISEMENT AT NEW YORE. 

The Secretary of the Treasury bas written a 
letter of instructions in regard to the reap- 
praisement of property to the General Ap- 
praiser of New York, in which he takes occa- 
sion to condemn as unwarranted the practice 
in that office of holding a sort of public trial in 
which the preponderance of evidence prevails. 
The Secretary says the reappraisement should 
be made in the same way as the first appraise- 
ment; that the Appraiser should know his 
business and should avail himselt of his right 
to summon testimony only to the extent of 
learning necessary facts relating to the mer- 
chandise; and that this hearing of evidence 


should not be in public. 


THE MAXWELL LAND GRANT. 

Commissiotier Sparks has taken up the cele- 
brated Maxwell land-grant claim and made a 
full report on it to Secretary Lamar. The com- 
pany claims that it owns 1,700,000 acres under 
this grant. The Commissioner expresses the 
opinion that it is fraudulent in a.) land claimed 
above 100,000 acres. He recommends that the 
Attorney-General be instructed to enter suit to 
recover the land covered by what he contends 
4s a patent obtained by fraud. There are some 
1,200 settlers on the tract, and suits of eject- 
ment are pending against many of them. The 
case isa very notorious one, and the interests 
in the tract are held by heavy capitalists in 
this country and in Europe. 

THE CONFERENCE OF CHARITIES. 

The morning session of the Conference of 
Charities and Corrections was largely devoted 
to the reports of committees on statistics of 
various kinds. These committees noted the 
difficulty of procuring complete returns of the 

of pauperism, crime, and insanity. A 
committee was appointed to confer with the 
National Bureau of Education with the view of 
securing its aid in collecting these statistics. 
The reports state that there is nearly $8,000,000 
invested in HE ners 1 and —

A $90,000 COMMISSION FAILURE IN ST. LOUIS 
—YOUNGSTOWN (O.) IRON-MEN DENY SEN- 
SATIONAL STORIES—THE STRIKE UN- 
CHANGED. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., June 10.—{Special.|—The 
well-known grain and commission firm of Har- 


low, Spencer & Co. today made an assignment 


to James L. Garretson. This firm for many 
years has occupied a controlling position in the 
Southern grain trade. In tbe winter of 1881 
it received its first check, when it sus- 


pended because of the great drop 
in wheat. Several other St. Louis 
houses also went under then, notably 


Charles E. Slayback & Co. A short time before 
this suspension Mr. A. T. Harlow, the senior 
member of the firm, withdrew from active 
business, leaving Messrs. Corwin H. Spencer 
and T. H. Morgan to conduct the business, but 
retaining the original firm name. A land 
transaction in Monroe County, IIlinois, by 
which the firm was obliged to tie up about 
$70,000, and the three bad years which have 
come together, are the causes for the failure. 
The tirm has not had the money necessary to 
make advances to its consignees, and could 
get no wheat. Mr. Spencer states that the 
gross liabilities of the firm will reach about 
$90,000, nearly ull of which is secured. He 
says they could bave continued doing business 
longer, but preferred to close and protect all 
creditors. 

Younestown, O., June 10.— [Special. — 
Sensational reports here today were to the ef- 
tect that the local iron manufacturers had 
signed the scale. The reports were wholly 
without truth. The situation is practically un- 
changed. Brown, Bonnell & Co., who were 
alleged to have signed. positively deny the 
statement. Receiver Brown is allowed to sign 
no contract under a ruling of the United States 
Court. The report that the fires in several 
mills will be lighted Sunday night is also 
untrue. 8 

CLEVELAND, O., FJune 10.— Fayette Bro 
receiver of Brown, Bonnell & Co., at Youngs- 
town, was shown the dispatches sent from 
Pittsburg this afternoon stating that Brown, 
Bonnell & Co. would sign the Amalgamated- 
Association scale and resume work next Mon- 
day morning. He stated that there is not a 
word of truth in the report, either as to the in- 
tention to sign the scale or as to starting the 
works at the time stated.

Assistant State-Attorney Longenecker 
then addressed the jury, presenting a concise 
statement of the case as mgde out by the prose- 
cution, and replying to some technical points 
raised by Mr. Thomson, O' Keefe’s counsel. He 


then dwelt on the weakness of the alleged alibi. 
presented by the defense, and concluded with 
a dissertation on the enormity of the offense. * 


Mr. Thomson then addressed the jury, and 
spoke for an hour and twenty minutes before 
the mid-day adjournment. He dwelt on the 
clamor of the public for a conviction and the 
possibility of an innocent man being made a 
scapegoat to satisfy this, and then went on to 
analyze the evidence, arguing that the prin- 
cipal witness, Sandy Fillio, was swearing him- 
self out of the penitentiary, and was, there- 
fore, not a credible witness. . 

On resuming at 2 o’clock the court was well 
filled with spectators. O' Keefe's mother and 
wife, the latter with a nursing baby, were pres- 
ent. Mr. Thomson resumed his address, and 
spoke foran bour. He condemned the methods 
of the prosecution, claimed that the main 
points of the evidence were unworthy of 
credence, that an alibi had been proved, and 
that there was at least a reasonable doubt of 
the guilt of the accused, and wound up with 
an argument that law and justice alike de- 
manded the prisoner’s acquittal. 

State-Attorney Grinnell summed up for the 
prosecution. During his address a passage-at- 
arms occurred between the State-Attorney 
and Mr. Thomson relative to a person named 
Costello who had been summoned as a wit- 


nes, in which something closely bordering on 


the lie direct passed between the attorneys. 
Mr. Grinnell said he told Mr. Thomson the 
previous morning that be wouid not huve Cos 
tello present. Mr. Thomson said he heard 
nothing of the kind, otherwise he would have 
bad Costello there for the defense. It seemed 
that Costello knew something implicating 
the missing Condon, O' Keefe's alleged partner 
in the burglary. but nothing about O’Keefe. 
The State Attorney argued that the pretended 
alibi was one of the most ridiculous ever pre- 
sented in a court of justice—that the defense 
tried to make a o' clock alibi cover a 5-o0’clock 
crime. He read the affidavit of the accused 
asking an adjournment from May 28 on the 
ground that Simon Wallace, a necessary wit- 
ness for the defense, could nut be present at 
that date. Wallace was in court; why bad the 
defense not called him? Why had the defense 
not called Goldberg, alias ‘** Jew Jake,“ or any 
of the others who knew sometbing of O' Keefe’s 
movements? Why had witnesses not been 
produced to impeach the character of 
the witnesses for the prosecution? Mr. 
Grinnell went on to show that the 
chain of evidence was complete and con- 
vincing that O' Keefe was guilty. An attorney 
and court-reporter named William Starkey, 
who is retained by Goldberg in the conspiracy 
case, was being banteringly referred to by Mr. 
Grinnell when a second scene occurred. 
Starkey jumped up and claimed the protection 
of the court or else the right to reply to Mr. 
Grinneli. The court ruled that, as Starkey bad 
taken an active part in the selection oi the 
jury, the State-Attorney had a right to refer to 
him, but with proper respect. Mr. Grinneil 
said he would not refer further to Mr. Starkey, 
and that that would hurt Starkey more than 
anything he could say about him. Mr. Grin- 
nell finished at 4:30, having spoken for an hour 
and a half. 

The court briefly instructed the jury on the 
law of the case, reading the statutes and pen- 
alties relating to burglary, and pointing out 
that an accessory was equally as guilty 
and equally as liable as a principal. 
The court then defined a reasonable doubt.“ 
showing that the jury should not go beyond 
the evidence to bunt up chimerical doubts, but 
should have an abiding conviction of the guilt 
of the accused before rendering a verdict of 
guilty. Referring to the evidence of the ac- 
cused on his own behalf. the court instructed 
that, while the jury had the right to disregard 
all portions of the testimony not corroboraied 
by other credible evidence, they were not 
therefore warranted in assuming that the ac- 
cused had sworn falsely. The jury retired at 


4:45. 
A VERDICT. 

Meantime the accused had deen taken into 
custody and lodged in the jail. At 6 o'clock 
Judge Moran left the bench and instructed the 
bailiff that he would return at 7:30. At 7:30 
the Judge returned to the building and, find- 
ing the jury had not agreed, said he would 
come back about 10. It was rumored that ten 
of the jury were for conviction and two for 
acquittal, and also that the two holding out 
were Jurors Gormiey and Bruner. At 10:30 
Judge Moran took his seat on the bench and 
the jury was brought into court. The follow- 
ing verdict was then read by the clerk: 

We, the jury, find the defendant guilty as 
charged in the indictment, and fix his penalty at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for one year. 

Mr. Thomson requested the jury to be 
poiled. This being done, Mr. Thomson said he 
would move tor a new trial, and asked that the 
prisoner be admitted to bail in any reasonable 
amount. The court refused to entertain the 
request, and the prisoner, who had been 
brought in from the jail, was then led back in 
the custody of the officers. 

It was learned that the jury were all prac- 
tically agreed from the beginning as to the 
guilt of the accused, but that twoof their num- 
ber thought there were legal difficulties in the 
way ofa convichon for burgiary. The first 
ballot resulted in ten votes for conviction and 
one for acquittal, the other being a blank bal- 
lot. At 8 o'clock the jury had finally agreed on 
conviction, and a vote was then taken on the 
term of imprisonment. The first informal 
ballot resulted in one juror for the 
full penalty of twenty years, two for 
ten years, four for one year, and the remainder 
for intermediary terms of five and eight years. 
The voting and wrangling lasted untii 9:30, a 
very large number of votes being taken. The 
men who were for one year only stood out ob- 
stinately against any higher penalty, and finally 
that term of imprisonment was agreed upon 
about the bour named. 

Tne grounds on which Mr. Thomson bases 
his motion for a new trial are that the court re- 
fused (1) to instruét the jury that unless it was 
shown that the boxes were taken away for the

lot.“ and ought not to have anything, but that 
it would have hurt bis (the recommender’s) 
“chances” if he had refused to bring him up. 


HE CAME NORTH. 


WHY THE HON. D. T. CORBIN DID NOT RE- 
MAIN IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Among the recent additions to the Chicago 
bar is Mr. D. T. Corbin. He graduated at Dart- 
mouth in 1857, read law, and entered upon the 
practice of his profession at Wells River, Vt. 
During the War he served as Captain of Com- 
pany’C, Third Vermont, being mustered out of 
the service at Charleston, S. C., in April, 1867. 
He was wounded twice, at Savage Station, Va., 
taken prisoner on the field, and sent to Libby 
Prison. 
pointed United States District Attorney for 
South Carolina by President Johnson, and dis- 


charged the duties with signal ability, being, 


twice reappointed by President Grant. He 
was solicitor of the convention which framed 
the Constitution of South Carolina, and, upon 
its adoption, was elected to the State Senate 
and became President of that body. While 
hoiding this position he introduced a new code 
of practice for the courts, and also codified 
the laws of the State—the first time it had 


ever been done. In 187071 he brought 
to ot mag of the Ku- 
Klux Klan, and in 157d caused the 


arrest of about 500 of the nigut-riders who 
committed outrages against the negroes and 
murdered over fifty of them, giving the Demo- 
cratic party such a check that the Republican 
voters took courage and carried the State for 
Hayes and Wheeler and Gov. Chamberlain. In 
recognition of his services the Legislature 
elected him United States Senator, but he was 
unable to get his seat. He started in to prac- 
tice his profession, but, being a Union man 
who bad tought in the army during the War, 
he and his tamily were ostracized. The Sout h- 
ern women of Charleston would not associate 
with bis wife; no Southern children would as- 
sociate with his children; and they were hoot- 
ed at and insulted; and finally he decided to 
leave the South and come to God's country, 
where the tact that a man fought for the Union 
during the War is not materiaily to his disad- 


vantage. 


A CANADIAN CASE, 


INTER-GOVERNMENTAL WRANGLE OVER A 
LARGE TRACT OF TIMBER LAND. - 

TORONTO, Ont., June 10.— Special. — The 
Dominion Government and the Ontario Gov- 
ernment were on opposit sides of a case at Os- 
good Hall before Chancellor Boyd today, the dis- 
pute being no less than 55,000 square miles of 
territory in the District of Algoma, which may 
be described as between Lake Superior and 
Eagle Lake, and in the neighborhood of Wabi- 
goon Lake. The dispute arose in this way: 
By leave and license from.the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the St. Catharines Milling & Lum- 
ber Company have cut pine timber to the 
extent of 2,000,000 feet upon a portion of the 
territory in question, paying therefor the sum of 
$4,125,521. The Ontario Government ciaims that 
the land in question and the timber thereon 
belong to them, and they ask an injunction re- 
straining the company from cutting further 
timber, and a declaration that the property be- 
longs to Ontario. The company in defense 
says that the property belongs to the Dominion 
Government chiefly by a treaty with the In- 
dians, who were the original owners, knowr as 
the Northwest Angle Treaty. The style of the 
action is the Queen vs. St. Catharines Milling & 
Lumber Company. The Chancellor, in a most 
able and eloquent judgment, in which ali the 
acte of Pariiament, both Canadian and Impe- 
rial, which formed our different Governments 
were carefully reviewed and commented upon, 
gave judgment for the Province with costs, 


holding in brief that the decision of the 
Privy Council bad finally set at rest any doubt 
asto the ownership of timber limits in the 
“disputed territory. The judgment is in the 
form of an injunction. *

THE } OFFICIAL GUILLOTINE. 

There is a curious impression that the new 
Democratic President has been and is dis- 
posed to be very conservative in regard to the 
redistribution of the patronage. The mug- 
wumps, who are usually civil-service reform- 
ers, profess to be satisfied for the most part 
with the restraint he is exercising over the 
spoilsmen, though they criticise some of his 
appointments. The Democratic politicians, 
or at least those of them who have not yet 
received the rewards they expected, are com- 
plaining that he is going too slow.” Even 


is acting with great moderation and are com- 
mending him for it. 

This impression is evidently a delusion, 
judging from the long list of removals and 
appointments chronicled in the newspapers 
from day to day, It is to be accounted for in 
two ways. In the first place it was generally 
expected that he clean sweep” would be 
made immediately—that all Republicans 
would be dismissed by a sort of general order 
and Democrats installed in their places. The 
Republicans think that Mr. Cleveland is very 
conservative because this course has not been 
taken, and the Democrats are complaining 
because the general order was not issued. 
‘And the reason why it is assumed that Mr. 
Cleveland is exercising great restraint is be- 
cause he held back as long as the Senate re- 
mained in session. The public is very apt to 
take an impression of a new Administration 
from the first few weeks, and it was rashly 
concluded that the early course adopted by 
Cleveland was a fair sample of his entire 
career. 

The fact is that the Administration is pro- 
ceeding as rapidly as practicable to oust Re- 
publicans from office and put Democrats in 
their places. No respect is paid to true civil- | 
service principles. ‘‘Suspended” or re- 
signed is attached to the name of nearly 
every officer whose place is given to some 
one else. The terms are synonymous. The 
resignations are requested in all cases, and 
they are handed in merely to avoid suspen- 
sion. Suspension“ means removal, and 
so does resignation.“ In every case of- 
fensive partisanship” will be alleged, but 
this term has been given such a broad con- 
struction that the bare fact of having voted 
the Republican ticket, or having failed to 
vote the Democratic ticket, makes the office- 
holder an offensive’ partisan and warrants 
his removal. The removals are going on at 
the rate of a hundred or more a day, and as 
rapidly as the President and his assistants 
can decide between the claims of the rival

STATE PENSIONS FOR REBEL SOL- 
| DIERS. 
Under an act adopted recently by the North 


Carolina Confederate Legislature the officers | 


of that State are now busy receiving applica- 
tions from ex-Confederate soldiers and wid- 
ows of soldiers for pensions, The spe is 
being agitated in other Southern Efates, 
there is a prospect that some or all of Ben 
will follow the example of North Carolina 
in providing pensions for Rebel soldiers. It 
is contended that this proceeding is in viola- 
tion of the fourteenth amendment to the Na- 
tional Constitution, which provides that 
„neither the United States nor any State 
shall assume or pay any debt or obligation 
incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
against the United States.“ But it must be 
borne in mind that a pension is not in a strict 
legal sense a debt or obligation.“ It 
could not be made the basis of a claim or ac- 
tion at law. A Nation or State is not legally 
bound to pension men who have been wound- 
ed or injured their health in its service, and 
the only debt there is in the mattér is purely 
one of honor or gratitude. A pension rests 
on a moral and not a legal obligation. If the 
terms debt and obligation“ are con- 
strued in their ordinary legal sense there 
may be n hing to prevent the Southern 
States granting pensions to reward those who 
fought to dissolve the Union. 

There is, to say the least, something con- 
sistent in the effort of the ex-Rebel politi- 
cians to pension the men who were wounded 
or injured fighting to establish State sov- 
ereignty. It was for and on behalf of such 
„sovereignty“ that these men fought. They 
were opposed to Nationalism and Union; 
they went with their States and struggled 
to establish them as independent sovereign- 
ties. Each man put his life in peril to prove 
that he owed allegiance to his State alone. 
Hence, if his resulting misfortunes call for 
any sympathy or succor it must come only 
from the State. The fact that the Southern 
Confederacy is no longer in existence does 
not change the matter a particle. The moral 
obligation, such as it is, rests on each partic- 
ular State. It was only in an incidental way 
that the Confederate soldier fought for the 
Southern States in general; his primary and 
governing allegiance was pledged exclusively 
to his own State. Hence it is that State 
alone which owes him anything in the way 
of sympathy or gratitude. 

With the Northern soldier and the Union 
Southern soldier it was altogether different. 
He was in fact and in title a Union soldier. 
He enlisted, not on behalf of any particular 
State, but to aid in the preservation of the 
Nation. He was engaged in making war on 
the false claims and pretensions of individual 
States, and his whole service was rendered 


in establishing the superior and controlling 


authority of a National Government. (The 
emancipation of the slaves was a means to 
that end.). The misfortunes he suffered are 
of a kind to command the sympathy and 
succor not merely of any State, but of the 
Nation, Hence the moral obligation arising 
on his behalf rests on the National Govern- 
ment which he served. According to the 


plainest principles of justice the soldiers of 


one side must look to the Nation and those 
of the other to their own particular States for 
any recognition of; their services. 

But a pension is something more than a 
gratuity. In addition to this it is a mark of 
honor—the recognition not of money service 
but of patriotic devotion. Now when the 
Southern States have been forbidden to pay 
any debts or obligations incurred in 
ald of the Rebellion, shall they nevertheless 
be permitted to bestow the peculiar honor 
and reward of a pension for services so ren- 
dered? They may not pay a Rebel soldier 
for his service, but it is claimed they can re- 
ward him for his wounds or loss of health. 
It is possible that under the peculiar wording 
of the fourteenth amendment this may be 
done, but it would undoubtedly constitute a 
violation of the spirit of that provision. It 
was never intended that the Southern States 
should be prohibited from paying mere debts 
or money obligations incurred during the Re- 
bellion and yet be free to bestow the honors 
and rewards of pensions for services precise- 
ly the same in kind, 


THE NEW KEELEY B FLAT MOTOR. 
The inevitable Keeley, whose old motor 
has been thrown into a corner, has now con- 
trived a new motor which he calls the inter- 
etheric liberator.” The New York Tribune 
contains a column account of the new what is 
it, but what it is is past finding out from the 
description. Keeley himself gave the re- 
porter the following lucid description of it: 


It is an elaboration of inter-atomic ether by 
vibration. The atomic ether vibrates all 
around all the molecules of matter. There is 
a magnetic force attached to it at the same 
time, and it assimilates with the molecular and 
atomic aggregations—assimilates with a certain 
attractive force that it is bard to tell what it is; 
I call it a vibratory negative. It doesn't act like 
a magnet drawing metals toward it. There is 
a certain magnetic effect about it that causes 
it to adhere by vibratory rotation to different 
forms of matter, that 1s, the molecular, atomic, 
etheric, etc. The impulse is given by metallic 
’ impuises, the rotary power that is formed by 
etheric vibrations, that is, the force that holds 
itin position. 


The liberator itself is a conglomerate sort 
of thing, equipped with tubes that are tuned 
to the key of B flat, and are set in vibration 
through the medium of tuning-forks operated 
on by a fiddle-bow. These vibrations mean- 
while supply the force that acts upon a 
lever, that rotates a shell, that carries a belt, 
that does the business, Mr. Keeley’s pre- 
vious experiences with the original motor, 
which is now gathering rust in a corner, will 
make the public cautious of investing in the 
inter-etherie liberator,” but in ease it should 
succeed it opens up a wide field of usefulness, 
not alone for tuning-forks and fiddle-bows, 
but. for brass bands and - orchestras. If 
Keeley can tune his motor to the key of B 
flat he can tune it to any other key, and 
probably can arrange a motor with the whole 
gamut at command. This once accomplished, 
the motor hitched to a brass band, for in- 
Stance, a sufficient quantity of ‘ether- 
ic vapor might de eliminated from 
the molecules and set to work as a 
motive force to accomplish large results. 
The brass band, for instance, usually em- 
ployed at our Exposition could be utilized not 
only for the entertainment of spectators bet 
for running the machinery department. The 
Thomas orchestra, with one of these libera- 
tors attached to a locomotive, might run the 
train and thus save traveling expenses. Or- 
dinary street bands could be put to rough 
work and made very profitable. The average 
country band, which is very enthusiastic and 
sonorous, might do all the harvesting in its

THE MILITIA BILL. 

The proposed amendment to the Militia 
bill by which the force in this State will be 
reduced to 4,000 is not only injudicious in 
itself, but it is at variance with the wishes of 
the people, The present force is but 5,000, 
and if any numerical change is to be made it 
should bein the direction of adding 1,000. 
If the number were increased to 10,000 even, 
and a sufficient appropriation were made to 
house, arm, and drill them in creditable style, 
the Legislature would fully meet the wishes 
of the people. In Chicago we have a police 
force of 800 men maintained at an expense 
of a million dollars, and other cities are 
guarded by a proportionate number; but no 
one can say at what moment or in what dan- 
gerous emergency in a large city like Chi- 
cago an appeal may have to be made to the 
Governor for the militia reinforcement of the 
regular municipal guardians. The militia is 
the recognized safety of the State in times 
of grave peril, and it is an unwise and dan- 
gerous policy to do anything to impair its 
efficiency or to break down its pride and en- 
thusiasm, as will be the effect of this bill 
if it should be passed. The militia should 
be ample in number, should have comfort- 
able armories, should be well armed and uni- 
formed, should be officered by men of experi- 
ence, and should have frequent opportunities 
for muster, drill, camping, and target prac- 
tice, that they may acquire something of the 
coolness and steadiness of regular soldiers, 
learn how to stand guard, charge, fire over 
and fire straight ahead, and handle a mob 
without losing their heads. There has never 
been a time when the State Government has 
properly appreciated or encouraged the mil- 
itia. The Eastern States, particularly New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Massachusetts, Ohio 
among the Western, and several of the South- 
ern States, take a special pride in their mil- 
itia and aid them generously; but in Illinois, 
for some mysterious reason, the State police 
have been humiliated and treated not only 
with contempt but with absolute vindictive- 
ness. Under such circumstances it is well- 
nigh impossible to keep up anything like 
esprit du corps or maintain a proper standard 
of efficiency, and yet in time of trouble these 
very legislators would be the first to call 
upon the militia for help. 


THE LAST OF THE SCOTT LAW IN 
OHIO. 


The game of judicial shuttlecock which 
has been playing in Ohio for several years 


past over the Scott Liquor law, which taxed’ 


the saloons selling whisky $200 and beer 
$100, seems at last to be ended. The Su- 
preme Court has just decided that the saloon- 
keepers. cannot recover the $2,000,000 of li- 
cense tax which was paid in during the first 
stage of the game when the law was sup- 
posed to be constitutional and before the era 
of the reversing decisions had set in. This 
decision, like all the others, is reached by a 
divided court, and the matter ends with two 
Judges stillin dissent. This is peculiarly un- 
fortunate. It is difficult to convince the peo- 
ple that judicial decisions represent the very 
essence of justice and wisdom when the 
Judges themselves are unable to agree in re- 
gard to them. However, this last decision 
will probably be accepted as final simply on 
the theory that the matter must be settled 
some time or other. As it is now, honors are 
easy between the contestants. At one time 
the court affirmed the law and afterwards set 
this ruling aside, and on both occasions some 
of the Judges were in dissent. But even 
games of legal shuttlecock must at some time 
be brought to an end. 

The enemies of ‘the Scott law contended 
that, as the act had been declared void be- 
cause of the abortive prohibition clause in 
the Constitution, it must be regarded as iu- 
valid from the beginning, so that every dol- 
lar collected under it would be an illegal 
exaction. In one point of view this would 
seem to be a pretty strong claim. If an un- 
constitutional measure is allowed to have 
any force it amounts simply to a declara- 
tion that for a certain time the Constitu- 
tion may be set aside. On the other 
hand, the license tax which had 
been collected from the Ohio saloon- 
keepers had gone into the public funds and 
been expended for current expenses and im- 
provements. The only way to repay it would 
be by levying a special tax on the people and 
thus taxing them to pay a debt that was 
iegally contracted. However illegal the 
license tax might be there was no escape 
from the fact that somebody must lose the 
$2,000,000, and the only question was 
whether it should be the saloonkeepers or 
the people. As the tax had been collected 
under the authority of the Supreme Court a 
majority of the Judges finally decided that 
there could be no refund, even though the 
first decision was wrong. Evidently this 
was considered the best way out of a bad 
muddle. 

Several practical 2 1 75 will follow this 
decision. The saloonkeepers will under- 
stand that the campaign promise of the Dem- 
ocrats to refund the tax must go unfulfilled, 
and it will be according to the usual course 


of things for them to seek revenge at the ex- 


pense of the Democracy. Further than this, 
the people have learned that there can be no 
effectual control of the liquor traffic in Qhio 
until there is a repeal of the antiquated and 
abortive provision in the Constitution which 
forbids license taxation. For thirty years 
this provision has protected the liquor traffic 
from all regulation or control. The people 
ought to be ready for a change by this time, 
but it will first be necessary to amend the 
Constitution. . This. much has been made 
plain after several years of judicial shuttle 
cock in the Supreme Court.

EVER since the collapse of the Wall street 
firm of Grant & Ward and the failure of the 
Marine Bank, which was dragged down in 
the general ruin, it has been a mystery what 
became of the enormous profits or stealings, 
which amounted to about $5,000,000. Some 
light has been thrown on the matter by the 
receiver of the Marine Bank. He 
has discovered that one customer of 
the firm, William S. Warner by name, was 
the gainer of enormous sums by his opera- 
tions in Government contracts.” Mr. 
Warner had about 825,000 when he began 
operating with Ward. But in the course of 
some sixteen months he “‘ invested ” 815,834, 
800 and drew out $17,081,721, a profit of 
$1,246,921. Another calculation shows that 
Warner was paid $8,124,803 in cash and re- 
invested $6,769,435, leaving him a cash profit 
of $1,855,368. In addition to all this the 
books of Grant & Ward at the time of the 
failure showed that $3,482,000 was due to 
Warner, and Ward turned over to this lucky 
speculator all his real estate, valued at 
$425,000. When it is remembered that the 
Government contracts” were entirely fic- 
titious the inference suggests itself that this 
Mr. Warner was a confidential associate of 
Ward, and undertook. to conceal and take 
care of the ‘* profits,” probably with the 
understanding that there should be a fair 
division. It looks as though Ward and 
Warner held to each other the relations of 
thief and pawnbroker. It will now be in 
order for the victims of Ward and the Marine 
Bank to inquire what Mr. Warner has done 
with all the millions he alone secured from 
the speculations with Grant & Ward.

quested Gladstone to Continue 
| in Power. .

ble to The Tribune]—Two days and nights 


have passed since the defeat of the Govern- 
ment, and the plans and intentions of the Min- 
istry, of the Opposition, and of the Queen are 
as much matters of mystery as they were at 
the moment when Mr. Gladstone, with well 
simulated surprise, turned pale, clutched 
at the air, and glared upon the 
turbulent mob which com posed the House 
last Monday night. Things are at a deadlock 
as far as the leaders of the two great parties 
are concerned through the unwillingness of 
the Liberals to abandon and the reluctance of 
the Conservatives to assume the responsi- 
bilities of Office. The initiative that shall set- 
tle the question must come from the outside— 
that is to say, from the Queen. It ‘is 
now admitted that all depends upon 
ber Majesty’s action, and there is open 
grumbling at her absence in Scotland 
at such a crisis. Strong hints are given by 
even the most loyal newspapers that it is her 
duty to return forthwith to London or to 
Windsor, in view of the great delay likely to 
be caused by her absence. The House of Com- 
mons bad to be adjourned for three days, in- 
stead of one, because the Queen was 500 miles 
away. Every statesman whom she desires to 
see, and she will doubtiess find a necessity 
for consulting with several of them, 
must make an ali-day journey to wait upon 
her Majesty, and they cannot all be summoned 
at onee, but each must wait until nis prede- 
cessor’s audience is finished, All this must 
greatly prolong the existing condition of semi- 
chaos in which the country is running itself 
with practicaily no Government in existence; 
must sorely aud unnecessarily tax the pa- 
tience of the people who long to see 
the crisis ended oue way or another; must 
unsettle values and derange business, and 
must bring confusion into a thousand admin- 
istrative details which are left hanging at loose 
ends. 

Tt is generally believed this evening that the 
Queen will advise the present Ministry to re- 
main in office until the approaching general 
elections give the country the means 
of deciding between their policy and 
that of the Opposition. This belief 
is greatly encouraged by her Majesty's sum- 
monsto Lord Hartington, the Secretary for 
War, to come to Balmoral. It is recalled as a 
sigvificant coincidence that in the resienation 
of the Beaconsfield Ministry in April, 1880, the 
Queen first sent for Lord Hartington to form 
a new Cabinet, and it was not until after the 
office had been successively declined by Lord 
Hartington and the Earl of Granville that the 
Premiership was conferred upon Mr. Giad- 
stone. 

It is rumored late tonight that the Queen has 
sent a telegram to Mr. Gladstone requesting 
him to reconsider his decision to resign. There 
is no reason, however, to believe that Mr. 
Gladstone wiil, under the existing conditions, 
consent to resume office. 

An official order was issued late tonight 
closing Windsor Castle to the public after 
tomorrow. This is a sure sign of the 
advent of the Queen. 46 Windsor is 
only thirty minutes by rail from London, the 
return of her Majesty will greatly expedite 
public business at the present crisis. Lord 
Hartington remained in London in obedience 
to a telegram from the Queen. * 

THE CONSERVATIVES DIVIDED. 

Much of the hesitation of the Conservatives 
to accept office is the result of divided eoun- 
cils within their own party. The obstacle to 
unionsand discipline is Lord Randolph Churen- 
ill. He is cordially dislikea for his bumptious- 
ness by a strong section of the party, but on 
the other band he has been a po- 
tent factor in .encompassing the Liberal de- 
feat, and his ciaims te a good place in 
the Cabinet are stronger than those of any 
other man of his ; ears in the party. The issue 
which Lord Randolpb selected as a test of his 
strength and individual following that of 
coercion of Ireland—was shrewdly chosen, 
as the Conservatives are already hopelesly 
divided upon that subject and most of its oppo- 
nents will naturally gravitate to bis leadership 
in default of any other. These include some 
members of the Beaconsfield Ministry who are 
encouraging Lord Randolph to stoutly main- 


tain his opposition. Other Conservatives, 
, and without 
whom a strong Cabinet could bardly be formed, 
declare plumply that they will not attempt the 
task without a renewal of the Crimes act. The 
Churchill division bas therefore split the party 
very near its centre and may prevent it from 
accepting office even if formally tendered by 
the Queen. 

Of Lord Ranfiolph, the Pall Mall Gazette says: 
He claims to have done much in the work of 
destroving the Liberal Government, and de- 
mands his share of the spoils. It is apparent 
that the older Tories regard him as troubie- 
some and somewhat dangerous to have around 
in national councils. <A polite effort will be 
made to get rid of him if ‘the Conservatives 
form a Government. He will, itis said, be re- 
guested to go to, Ireland, if not to 
succeed the Earl of Spencer as Lord Lieuten- 
ant, then as Chief Secretary. The sort of talk 
which is already being applied to this young 
man is something like this: Tou certainly 
prefer duty to mere ambition; therefore you 
should accept this difficult and dangerous post. 
Dare you accept? If you accept, then whether 
you succeed or fail, you will at least prove that 
you possess the great qualities of intrepidity 
and self-sacrifice, which are among the great- 
est gifts possessed by popular statesmen.’ 
Lord Randolph is very susceptible to flattery, 
and be might prove a great Irish Governor.” 

Another correspondent sends the foilowing: 

„The Queen has summonea the Marquis of 
Hartington, Secretary of State for War, to 
Balmoral Castle. It is not known whether he 
is summoned as a representative of Mr. 
Gladstone or is to be invited to form a new Cab- 
inet. Lord Hartington seems. to be in no hurry 
to comply with the summons, and has not yet 
started for Scotland. It was stated later, how- 
ever, that he had arranged to go to Balmoral 
last evening in place of Mr. Gladstone, but the 
plan was abandoned. The fact that Lord Har- 
tington remuins in London is regarded as an 
indication of the early arrival of the Queen. 

„A private deputation of Conservative mem- 
bers ot Parhament waited upon Sir Stafford 
Northcote and the Marguis of Salisbury today 
and urged upon them to refuse office. The 
Marquis stated. if the Queen called them they 
mustform a government. He would support 
Sir Stafford Northcote as Premier, and he ex- 
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their existence. This strength is expected to 
de largely increased by the workings of the ex- 
tended franchise. The favor of the Radicals will 


thus be more necessary than ever to the Liberals 


and the former believe that not only the coalition 
will be overwheimingly successiul in the gen- 


permanent Cabinet that is formed. Their ob- 
ject, they say, is not to split tne Lib- 
but to leaven it with ad- 
It they can so strengthen 
party that it can rule the 
country, and, if they can then control the Lib- 
eral party, that surely ie better than nursing 
their principies iu sulky seclusion. They claim 
that they have leavened, and are leavening, the 
Liberal party, from Mr. Gladstone down, and 
the enthusiasts among them predict the speedy 
coming of the time when Great Britain shall 
be a Republic in form as it is now in substance, 
The 8 in an editorial says: The 
duty of Conservatives is clear. If Mr. Glad- 
stone insists on resigning the opposition are 
bound to accept the duty of Government. We 
trust they will, not hesitate, though statesmen 
have seldom been faced with 80 uninviting a 
task. 
The Republ Francaise of Paris, speaking 
of the resignation of the Gladstone Cabinet, 
says: ‘“*Burope must distrust a Ministry

tions demand so much coolness and tat.“ 

The Daily News this morning expresses the 
hope that the Cabinet will persist in resigning, 
adding that a few months of Tory rule will in- 
sure a Lit eral triumph in the general election, 
and will be better than fifty discourses on the 
superiority of Liberal principles. 


THE IRISH VIBW. 


Says a correspondent: I have had a special- 
ly-arranged interview with Mr. Parnell. The 
centre of interest at the moment is the Irish 
party and Mr. Parnell, and there is the liveliest 
desire everywhere to know what their action 
will be toward the Conservative Government. 
I have just bad a long conversation 
with Mr. Parnell at the Irish Par- 
liamentary offices. He is naturally elated 
at vhe great success of yesterday. He says 
the result is a signal proof of the advantages 
of a policy of boldness and bohesty. ‘We 
should have expelled the Ministry long ago, 
said he, “except for the secession of twenty 
members who were elected on the same prin- 
ciples as ourselve it would have been im- 
possible for the Goverment to pass the first 
Coercion act and use it as it did, or to pass the 
second one, if renegades bad not broken the 
unity of our party.“ 

Mr. Parnell dwelt at length with much pride 
on the results accomplished for Ireland under 
his leadership. By last night’s division,” he 
said, triumphantly, we have taught a lesson 
to all future Cabinets. We have got rid of the 
present one with ite successive failures of Fors- 
ter, Trevelyan, and Spencer; we bave savéd 
the only remaining industry ot Ireland—whisky 
—from a permanent burden, and we have put 
an end to coercion forever.“ 

With regard to bis action during the rest of 
the session, Mr. Parnell assured me that unless 
the Tories attempted to carry through a coer- 
cion bill, which he is confident they will not, 
his party wil) give them what he calls a fair 
trial. His attitude will be live and let live.” 
He said: We have never attacked merely for 
the sake of attack, and will not now.“ 

As regards the Irish Nationalist candidates in 
Eugland at the next election, it is his intention 
to contest only four seats—one in London, two 
in Liverpool, end one in Glasgow. He is con- 
fident of winning these. The candidates are 
not yet decided on. All his energies now will 
be given to the work of registration. 

[The tollowing cablegram was forwarded to 
Charles 8. Parnell, leader of the Irish party in 
the House of Commons, by Patrick Egan, 
President of the Irish National League of 
America: “Accept my warmest congratula- 
tions on your splendid victory over Gladstone, 
Spencer, and their coercion government.“ 

The Parneliites have abundant cause for 
jubilation in the practical results already 
shown of the upheaval, while their political 
future is at least as bright as ever. The de- 
feat of the Crimes act was their one great 
task for the remainder of the session, and that 
has been practically defeated without exertion 
on their part. Tomorrow evening was the 
time set by Mr. Gladstone for introducing 
the new coércion measure, and tomorrow even- 
ing the House will not be in session. The ex- 
isting Crimes act is about to expire by lumita- 
tion and, whatever the outcome of the crisis, 
there will be no time to pass a new one. 
Lord Spencer they look upon as already 
shelved, and 60 strong is their belief that 
the current bas set against the Viceroy that 
they are seriously considering a proposition 
to move articles of impeachment against him 
for high crimesand misdemeanors in his gov- 
ernment of Ireland. The Conservatives are 
debating the project of making the Duke of 
Connaught Viceroy of Ireland, if they assume 
office, and the Parnellites see in this a disposi- 
tion to be fair and favorable. In the mean- 
time their prospects for the general election 
are claimed to be brightening every day. 


GREAT BRITAIN, 


A sensation bas been caused by the publica- 
tion of Lord Wolseley’s dispatches denouncing 
the evacuation of the Soudan. He warns the 
Government that on the withdrawal from 
Dongola the wkole province will be given up 
to anarchy and will revert from civilization 
to barbarism. Withdrawal, he says, will not 
avert the struggle. The Mandi in a few years 
will attack Egypt. The years of internal 
troubles in Egypt have been a burden and 
strain on ber military resources. The best 
policy in both a military and financial point of 
view would be to attack the Mahdi at Knar- 
toum. 

A committee of the House of Lords today 
began the consideration of the claim of Maj. 
Maitiand to the Lauderdale peerage. Maj. 
Maitland, in his petition to the Lords, says that 
he is the heir of the fourth son of the sixth 
Earl of Lauderdale, who; it is alleged, mar- 
ried Mary MacAdam in New York in 1772, 
two days before her death.

A NEW PANORAMA COMPANY.

WESTERN UNION MESSENGERS STRIKE. 
Ten of the thirteen messengers on duty at 
night at the main office of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, corner Wasbington and 
La Salle streets, struck last night at 9 o’clock 
and walked out. The grievance of the lads, as 
related by. themselves, is that they get but 50 
cents extra for working Sundays, and get no 
Sundays off, while the day boys receive $1 for 
Sunday work, with two Sundays off each 
month. The regular wages of the night and day 
boys is $18 per month, out of which they pur- 
chase their own uniforms. The strike bas been in 
contemplation for two weeks, twelve of the 
thirteen agreeing to stand in. Last night at 9 
o'clock, when tne boys goon duty, they pre- 
sented a note to Night-Manager Ray reciting 
their grievance and stating that they would 
quit if their demand was not acceded to. He, 
having no power to settle the matter, ordered 
them out of the office, as they refused to work, 
and managed to get out the night busi- 
ness by drawing on other parts of the 
office for messenger help. The boys say 
that the night manager bas always 
treated them rough and frequently gave them 
messages to deliver which kept them on duty 
two or three hours over the regular time. 
They go on duty at 9 p. m. and go off at 7:3 a. 
m., except those who stay on untii9a.m. Mr. 
Ray says the boys who struck have struck be- 
fore and been taken back after begging to be 
reinstated. They would not be taken back 
now, he said, under any circumstances. The 
lads remained on the sidewalk outside the of- 
fice last night until a late hour eagerly await- 
ing news from the interior, but received no 
comfort. They were very bitter against those 
lads who had agreed to go out and did not. 


FREUDENBERG’S FORGERIES. 
HOW THEY WERE CARRIED ON SO LONG—A RE- 
WARD FOR THE Max's CAPTURE. 

The sudden disappearance the afternoon of 
May 31 of Frederick Freudenberg, alias Bescke, 
alias Klein, areal-estate agent, 42 years of age, 
who had an office at No. 79 Dearborn street, 
did not create much excitement, one reason 
being that the full extent of his operations was 
not known, and another that his victims, prob- 
ably a dozen in number, did not care to have 
the matter paraded before the public. At first 
a reward of $250 was offered for his apprehen- 
sion, which bas been increased since to $1,000, 
his victims being willing to give that amount 
for the satisfaction of seeing him behind the 
bars. It is estimated that by a shrewd scheme 
he succeeded in obtaining about $30,000 witbin 
the last two or three years, but how much he 
took away with him is not known. He 

is supposed to have gone to Mexico, and there 
was a rumor that he had been captured, but it 
lacks verification. The police have not been 
willing to give any information regarding him, 
probably because they knew nothing. 

Freudenberg’s method of procedure was to 
negotiate a loan of $1,000 or more, the security 
in each instance being a deed of trust made to 
himself as trustee. When the note was made 
out be would keep it long enougu to make ac- 
eurate counterfeits of the signatures, he being 
an expert penman, and would then make two 
ortbree copies of both note and trust-deed, 
the latter being executed perfectiy, even to the

THE NEW POSTMASTER. 
NO APPOINTMENTS YESTERDAY — RENAMING 
THE STREET». 

Postmaster Judd announced no new appoint- 
ments yesterday. During the forenoon and 
afternoon he was kept busy receiving delega- 
mons. Late in the afternoon he was able to 
attend to some office business. A list of sub- 
letter-carriers is being prepared, and will be 
made public in a day or two. 

Mr. Judd, in an interview yesterday after- 
noon, expressed himself at some length on the 
matter mentioned in his communication to the 
Council regarding the troublesome nomen- 
clature of many of the city streets. The new 
Postmaster first dwells upon the number of 
instances where this confusion exists, reciting 
a portion of the list printed in Taz TrisuNs 
some weeks ago. He was then asked to suggest 
a remedy. 

**I think the Council need not wait,’ he au- 
swered, for a plan to correct this evil all at 
once, but can begin, for example, by changing 
the names of some of the minor streets in the 
outlying districts which clash with those of thor- 
oughfares already well known. Thus, there is 
no reason why Ashland street should bear that 
name any longer, and it is only one of numer 
ous instances. 

I have not formulated any plan for a gen- 
eral reform, nor does it belong to me to do 80; 


some suggestions to offer. I am for number- 
ing the east and west streets continuously 
from the lake, instead of breakmg at the 
river, as is now done. I understand that 
Mayor Harrison has two objections to this 
pian—firat, that it would put No. 300 
for instance, on the streets in the southern 
part of tne city, far east of the corresponding 
numbers on Madison or Monroe; second, that 
under such a scheme it would be impossible 
to tell from a given number whether it was on 
the east or west side of the river. The first of 
these objections does not seem to be a weighty 
one. As to the second, it would easily be 
remedied by making No. 300 or any other the 
lowest on the West Side. This plan would suit 
admirably, at least as far south as Eighteenth 
street. 

The north and south streets present a more 
difficult case. In fact, I see nothing to obviate 
confusion entirely except to rename the streets 
on the North Side, as bas already been done with 
Wells street and Fifth avenue. This, of 
course, would be bitterly opposed by many. 
Perhaps it would be less objectionable and 
nearly as effective to shift the dividing line 
from the river to Division street. That would 
cover a good many cases, but not all, and the 
proportion would grow smaller as the city 
grew further north.“ 

These remedies,” the Postmaster conclud- 
ed, “may all be fraught with evil, but surely 
the existing confusion, with a yearly miscar- 
riage of over 150,000 pieces of mail, is an evil 
too. 


FROM. THE BOARDS. 
TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH MATTERS—THE 
GRAIN AND PROVISIONS CALL. 

The decision of the directors of the Hoard of 
Trade Tuesday to abolish the call in grain and 
provisions for the present was generaliy ap- 
proved on Change yesterday. When Secretary 
Stone made the formal announcement at 11:30 
a. m. it was received with a loud round ot ap- 
plause, which well betokened the satisfaction 
of the members. 

It is understood that telephones for the con- 
venience of members will shortly be put up in 
the rooms at the southeast corner of the trad- 
ing-bail, used by the telegraph companies fora 
delivery-room. The Bankers’ & Merchants’ agd 
the Postal Companies have given up their en- 
tire part of the room, and the Baltimore & 
Ohio has turned over the larger half of its por- 
tion. The Western Union, however, still retains 
the whole of its section of the delivery-room. 
The Floor Committee had an informal talk with 
representatives of the telegraph companies 
with reference to the inadequacy of the pres- 
ent space allotted to the requirements of the 
operators. It has been felt tor some time that 
the booth appropriated to the telegraphs is a 
serious nuisance to trading in its present posi- 
tion, and it is understood that the Floor Com- 
mittee isin favor of having it moved to the 
west side of the hall. The leading objection to 
such a change is, that the ventilation of the 
hail being effected by open spaces in the floor 
which are surrounded by the framework of the 
oval telegraph space, the removal of the wood- 
work would leave these spaces unprotected; 
but doubtiess some plan could be cevised 
which would accommodate the telegraph com- 
panies and offer no obstacle to the perfect ven- 
tilation of the hall. 

The Executive Committee on the dedicatory 
exercises will meet this afternoon to settle up 
unfinished business. 

At a special meeting of the directors of the 
Open Board President Noble and Secretary 
Eaton were delegated tb look after the interests 
of the board in some pending lawsuits.

SHOT THROUGH THE HEAD. 
MATTHEW LANDEY, A ONE-TIME PINKERTON 
MAN, KILLED BY A SALOONKEEPER, 


At 9:30 o’clock yesterday forenoon Matthew 
Landey, 23 years old, and once in the employ 
of the Pinkerton Detective Agency as a guard 
over the Hocking Valley coal mines, was killed 
by Louis Klipfel, owner of the saloon at No. 
507 Clark street. The act was that of a half- 
crazed man made vindictive by a severe 
beating. Klipfel claimed both _ seif-de- 
fense and accident as an excuse, but 
neither, in the opinion of the officers, will hold 
good. The murder was the result of a general 
fight in the saloon. Four men—Landey, Will- 
iam Hiland, John McCarthy, and Patrick Mina- 
ha, all former guards in the Hocking Valley— 
arrived in the city yesterday morning. After 
breakfast they visited Lawler’s saloon at 
Twelfth and State streets, and then went to 
Klipfel’s place. None of them appeared to be 
drunk. The barkeeper, Henry Hischier, was 
unable to speak English, and a difficulty oc- 
curred. Noonecan be found who is able to 
explain what caused the difficulty. Landey 
and the barkeeper went into a rear room 
and there commenced to fight. The bar- 
tender was armed with a loaded cane, and 
he was joined by a 70-year-old woman 
with a poker. Landey ran back into the sa- 
loon, followed by the barkeeper, who was 
knocked down and kicked by Landey’s friends. 
At that moment Klipfel, who had been asleep 
and was awakened by the noise, stuck bis head 


out of the door and was promptly knocked 
down. He arose, seized a revolver from the 
bar, and struck Landey on the head. The four 
men, at sight of the revolver, left the saloon. 
They had passed outof the door only a few 
seconds when Klipfel rushed out and dis- 
charged his revolver, Landey throwing up his 
arms and falling down dead. The ball entered 
at the base of the brain and came out at the 
left temple. His three companions disap- 
peared. 

The body of the dead man was taken to the 
morgue in a patrol-wagon, and Officer Shreve, 
who was near the spot at the time, arrested 
Klipfel and Hischler, and they were locked up 
in the armory. McCarthy and Minaha gave 


| themselves up at the Central Station during 


the afternoon, but Hiland could not be found. 

Hischier was very badly used; his head was 
bruised and mashed, one long cut extending 
down the forehead to the left eye; and, as a 
physician feared concussion of the brain, be 
was sent to his room in the rear of the saloon.
